the author of the legend was no one seems to now 
recall, but the have stood there since the 
founding of Astoria as a Municipality in 1865 or 
seventy-three years after Captain Robert Gray dis- 
covered the Mighty Columbia, the river of mystery 
in 1792, in the trading vessel Columbia. On April 
27th, Vancouver, the great English navigator, passed 
the mouth of the Columbia driven by a gale too far 
off shore to discern the opening of the river. A few

days later the Columbia was sighted and visitors 
from Vancouver’s vessel, the “Discovery,” brought 
back the fact that the American had been off the 


mouth of the river south of the straits at 46° 107, 
where the tide prevented entrance for nine days. 
“The river mentioned by Gray,” says Vancouver, 
“should be south of Cape Disappointment.” In Oc- 
tober the “Chatham” of Vancouver’s fleet anchored in- 
side the bar and her captain, Broughton, exploited the 
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river in a ship’s boat for seven days, escorted by In- 
dian warriors in rude dug-outs. Near the Cascades 
Captain Broughton of the “Chatham” formally took 
possession of all the region for England, despite the 
fact of the American’s prior discovery. A deep bay 
opposite the present city of Astoria was named after 
the gallant Captain, and still bears the 
name of Gray’s Bay. In 1804 under Government di- 
rection, Captains Merriweather, Lewis and William 
Clarke started for this territory on a voyage of ex- 
ploration and investigation. From St. Louis these 
daring pioneers followed the Mississippi to its source,

crossed the Rockies to the headwaters of the Snake 
River, and with Mount Hood as a guide journeyed 
along the banks of this river to its junction with the 
Columbia, whose mighty stream they followed to its

mouth, where on November 15, 1805, they camped 
on the northern bank; crossing later they went into 
winter quarters just south of Astoria, four miles on 
a small tributary of the Columbia which is at present 
known as the Lewis and Clarke River. In 1806 they 
returned to St. Louis after two years and a half of ad- 
venture and hardship, turning the eyes of the world to 
the newly explored region by their tales of its wonders 
and _ possibilities. 


One of the first to see the opportunities of the Co- 





lumbia River country was John Jacob Astor of New 
York, after whom Astoria is named. Hoping to con- 
trol the resources of this new territory Mr. Astor, in 
1810, organized the Pacific Fur Company and de- 
spatched a ship called the ‘Tonquin,’ outstripping 
the expeditions of other companies, reached the 
mouth of the Columbia March 22, 1811, making the 
first settlement on that coast and hoisting the stars 
and stripes for the first time on these shores. This 
was the foundation of the city of Astoria. Located as 
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Clatsop County beaches surpass any others in the world.

its mouth, it stands sentinel over the greatest fresh 
water harbor in the world and the only one of its 
kind on the Pacific Coast.

to its time, and it required the most extraordinary 
spirit, for it was taking a very long chance; and J. J. 





Hill has accomplished that which Harriman would have 
duplicated, and even Huntington before him recognized 
as the logical thing to do, and had the latter of these 
men lived, it is probable the road would have been in 
long before it was. But, however that may be, the 
greatest American empire builder has spent sixty mil- 
lion dollars to bring his road to that spot where a 
century before the old trader had ordered the main 
station of his company to be established at tremen- 
dous risk and expense. 

And while many changes have taken place in that

century, the reason that impelled these two big 
Americans to steer for the same goal was identical. 
That reason was gravity, just the law of gravity. 

John Jacob Astor stopped in New York town in- 
stead of establishing his post up the Hudson at Al- 
bany, because he believed it was better business to let 
the Indians bring their furs down to him than to 
maintain boats of his own. This principle had worked 
out so well that when Astor saw the sketches of the 
Columbia River that the Lewis and Clarke expedition 
brought back, he determined to establish a large post 
at the mouth of the Columbia and let gravity bring 
the riches of the great valley to him. 

And James J. Hill, giving a free hand to his great 
genius for carrying modern civilization behind the 
frontiersman, and throwing open great areas of virgin 
land with his railroads, recognized that the whole 
mighty inland empire from the Bitter Root Moun- 
tains to the sea converged down at the mouth of the 
Columbia River. And many years ago he announced 
that the most economic shipping point on the Pacific 
Coast from the wheat belt was Astoria. 


CLIMATE. 


\mong all the climates of the globe from the Arctic 
to the Equatorial regions there is nothing more glo-

The meeting of river, rail and ocean is magnified 
a hundred-fold when it is understood that at this 
poimteonly, on the Pacific-(Coast, the ‘traffic to and 
from the interior is carried over absolute water grade 
routes. A glance at any map of the North American 
continent will suffice to point out to the observer the 
fact that the mountain range extending from far up

in British Columbia to Mexico is broken at but one 
point, and that is where the Columbia River passes 
through it on its way to the ocean at Astoria. This 
is the only natural outlet for the vast tonnage of 
the inland empire and consequently the natural inlet 
for a vast import business. The combination of these 
wonderful natural conditions is forcing Astoria to 
the front. The people have awakened and its prog- 
ress towards a great city is rapid. 

The examination of a chart of the Pacific Coast will 
show that on the coast line between San Francisco and 
the Straits of Juan de Fuca, leading to Puget Sound, 
the only harbor for deep draft vessels is at the mouth 
of the Columbia River. It lies directly in the track 
of all coast shipping, north and south, and is an avail- 
able harbor of refuge for this shipping and other ves- 
sels seeking a port. The Columbia River is important, 
not only on account of the growing industrial and com- 
mercial interests of the Pacific Coast, but also for its 
strategic position, and consequent important, from a

man, indomitable, proved equal to the task and has suc- 
ceeded in forcing the time locks on the three doors so 
zealously placed by nature eons ago. 

The key to the outer door of the situation has been 
the entrance to the Columbia River. This year the ex- 
penditure of the Federal Government on improvement 
work at the entrance of the river will pass the $15,000,- 
000 mark. Already the depth of water available at the 
mouth of the river for steamships is 35 feet at mean 
lower low level, and the current year, through dredging 
and a concentrated scour of currents produced by the 
enormous jetty construction, the depth is assured by the 
engineers to reach at least 40 feet at mean lower low 
level, or 47.5 feet at average tide. 

The second door opened has been in the form of 
river improvement between Astoria and Portland, a dis- 
tance of 120 miles, admitting the commerce of the world 
After 
the City of Portland in the course of many years had 


to a region immensely rich in natural resources. 


expended about $6,000,000 in making a channel from the 
sea to this city and improving the harbor of that city, 
the Federal Government has taken up the work, and in 
conjunction with the Port of Portland the current year 
has attained a uniform depth of 30 feet at zero stage in 
the river, with a width of channel warranting the free 


and safe movement of vessels with the greatest possible 
despatch. 

The third door opened for the world’s water-borne 
commerce in reaching the heart of the Pacific North- 
west swung wide in May of 1915 with the completion 
of the Celilo Canal at an aggregate cost of $4,800,000. 
This canal gives river transportation to the heart of the 
Inland Empire, a territory that produces about 63,000,- 
000 bushels of wheat a year and is rich in all cereal, 
fruit, livestock and agricultural possibilities. This im- 
proved river transportation, paralleled by a splendid 
railway line connecting these rich producing centers 
with tidewater on a water-level haul where the majority 
of the track has a maximum of 2/10 of one per cent. 
grade, is taken by local students of commercial and in- 
dustrial conditions as a most important factor in ref- 
erence to the future control of the line of movement of 
commerce. 

A logical argument and one that cannot be refuted is 
that a line of transportation, laid out on a water-level 
route, had a most emphatic advantage over a line of 
transportation that had to surmount mountains. It was 
clear to the hardy pioneers of the past, as it is clear to 
the engineers of to-day, that the water-level route had 
economies that were not possible in the mountain hauls. 
These founders of the first commercial center of the 
Pacific Northwest believed that the powers of nature 
would be sufficient to overcome artificial conditions that 
might be established by man in the long struggle for 
permanent conditions. The power of gravity that en- 
ables one locomotive to haul from 65 to 100 loaded cars

up or down the Columbia River as against 10 loaded 
cars to the locomotive for the difficult mountain sections 
of the railway lines, was the greatest asset in the local 
situation as foreseen by the pioneers. 

That this conception was not erroneous has been 
proven by many facts. To-day the territory that may 
be served at a lower railroad rate than from any other 
tidewater point of the Pacific through the Columbia 
gateway is about 154,000 square miles, embracing all of 
the State of Oregon, a portion of Southern and South- 
western Washington, and all of Southern Idaho. The 
territory that may be served from a tidewater point on 
Puget Sound at a lower rate than from the Columbia 
Basin is but about 35,000 square miles, including all of 
the Puget Sound Basin, Washington as far south as 
Chehalis, and a limited part of the State of Washington 
on the eastern slope of the Cascade Mountains down to 
the Columbia River. The territory that is served by an 
equal rate from both Puget Sound and the Columbia 
Basin aggregates about 70,000 square miles and em- 
braces most of Eastern Washington, all of Northern 
Idaho and Western Montana.

Perhaps the greatest single industrial asset that has 
ever been given to a Pacific Coast territory is commer- 
cial timber. In the Columbia Basin exclusive trade ter- 
ritory is found above 500,000,000,000 feet of commercial 
softwoods that will represent an actual outlay of prob- 
ably $10 per thousand when it is manufactured into 
rough lumber and ready for the markets of the world.

military and naval point of view, as a base of opera- 
tions communicating with the interior by several great 
railroad systems. 

The people here, realizing the advantages, have con- 
structed and brought to completion one of the greatest 
steamship docks in America. This dock is constructed 
in such a way as to practically form two gigantic docks, 
having more than six thousand feet of frontage, 
equipped with the latest and most up-to-date freight 
handling devices. The Port of Astoria Commission, 
under whose supervision these docks were constructed, 
have also undertaken the construction of a mammoth 
grain elevator which will be completed about May 1, 
1916, at which time it is also hoped to have completed 
and in operation a line of river steam barges to ply 
between this port and the upper Columbia River towns. 
Astoria is also the home port of the Great Northern 
Pacific Steamship Company, which is operating from 
this point the palatial liners, “Great Northern” and 
“Northern Pacific,’ to San Francisco and Honolulu. 
This great steamship company embodies the energies of 
the Great Northern and Northern Pacific Railway, 
through their jointly owned railroad, the Spokane, 
Portland and Seattle Railway, whose terminal is also 
located on this harbor and who have constructed a 
great steamship dock and railway terminal yards at 
Warrenton-Flavel, which point, by the way, very prop- 
erly comes under the head of Greater Astoria. 

The Columbia harbor or what is known as the Port 
of Astoria, comprises an area of more than twenty 
square miles of anchorage ground, enough to float the 
navies and merchant marine of the world. with the ad- 


vantage also of some fifteen miles of dock frontage 





with more than one-third of this frontage already in 
use. 


LUMBER. 


The lumber industry adds millions of dollars to As- 
toria’s wealth. There is more than twenty billion feet 
of standing timber in Clatsop County alone, and more 
than one hundred billion feet tributary to the mouth of 
the Columbia River. During the year 1915 Clatsop 
County’s sawmills cut two hundred and thirty million 
nine hundred and ninety-one thousand under a pay-roll 
of approximately one and a half million dollars, and 
this, it must be remembered, was during what was 
known as a very dull year for the lumber business. 


FISHING. 


The fishing industry ranks high. Thousands of men 
are employed-in this industry. The business has gained 
gigantic proportions, and the annual catch of the famous 
salmon runs into. many millions of dollars. As a matter 
of fact Astoria is the home of the salmon canning in- 
dustry, and it is estimated that the value of the fish 
taken from the Columbia River alone is estimated at 
between three and a half to five millions of dollars. 


SHIP-BUILDING. 


There is also under construction in Astoria a gigantic 
ship-building plant by the J. A. McEachern Company, 
of Seattle, who have at this time contracts enough to 
keep this yard running for the next fourteen months. 
The ship-building business promises to become one of 
Astoria’s leading industries, rivaling in importance that 
of the lumber and fishing industries. 


THE GREAT COLUMBIA RIVER JETTIES. 


In those early -days, a century ago, 


Astoria became 
the pay-port of the Pacific. 


At her docks there loaded 
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and unloaded full-rigged ships flying many different 
flags. Even then the town gave evidences of fulfilling 
the destiny which John Jacob Astor believed Astoria 
deserved. 

But the growing popularity of steam-driven vessels 
of greater draft made the entrance to the river a men- 
ace. The seven miles wide between the 
heads, and the varying of the channel made navigation 
dangerous, and Astoria suffered in consequence for 
many years. It was still a popular Pacific Coast port, 
but as it was a dangerous one, San Francisco grew and

Astoria was retarded in its development. 

The problem at the mouth of the Columbia River 
of improving the entrance to Astoria’s harbor, where 
once lay a formidable bar, has been accomplished by 
the construction of two gigantic jetties extending miles 
the the 
dredger, “Chinook,” and to-day

into ocean, aided by 
thirty-seven feet of water at the entrance to the Co- 
lumbia. 

Early investigations indicate the fact that the mini- 
mum depths at the mouth of the river were from 18 to 
21 feet, with intervals of time during which greater 
depths were manifested; however, there was no possible 
way of controlling them, thereby making it almost im- 
possible for the mariner to calculate on channel depth 
in excess of 20 feet. 

In 1882 the Board of Engineers met for the purpose 
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of considering some feasible project for increasing the 
depth to at least thirty feet, and decided in favor of the 
jetty. However, actual construction was not undertaken 
until 1885, and no noticeable change in the channel was 
observed until 1889. After that date rapid construction 
commenced and immediately channel conditions im- 
proved. The jetties were built by constructing a long 
open trestle from the mainland into the ocean, over 
which trains hauling rock were run and the rock 
dumped into the water below the trestle, at the rate of 
Millions of tons of rock 
The ap- 


about four thousand tons daily. 
have been utilized in this jetty construction. 
proximate cost of this entire project, both jetty building 
and dredging, to date, is about twelve million dollars; 
not a large sum when the fact is taken into considera- 
tion of the service to be rendered to the inconceivable 
millions of dollars’ worth of commerce waiting the 
utilization of this channel to the markets of the world. 

A hundred years ago Astor saw it; in our generation 
James J. Hill saw it. To the one we owe the birth of 
the oldest port on the Pacific, and to the other a great 
share of the development which promises to make it the 
strongest port on the Pacific. 
and invested twenty million dollars in removing the one 
great obstacle to the growth of the port, and has at the 
same time opened the Columbia for five hundred miles 
and furnished a water route from Astoria to the heart 
of the Inland Empire.

developments on the Columbia, which are taken to 
guarantee physical conditions enabling frequent and un- 
interrupted service of steamships here, the expectation 
is for a strong backward swing toward re-establishing 
this as the real flour manufacturing center of the entire 
Pacific Northwest. 

In the Columbia Basin’s exclusive trade territory 
statisticians figure that there is fully twenty times as 
much available agricultural land for the rural classes 
as may be found in the exclusive trade territory of the 
Puget Sound district. Whatever power the accommo- 
dation of the agriculturist and the home builder may 
exercise in the development of a sea-borne trade should 
be exercised in this proportion in favor of the Columbia 
River gateway. The territory that is called competitive, 
with equal rates between the Columbia Basin and Puget 
Sound, has most all of the remaining agricultural land 
of the entire Pacific Northwest and in striving for this 
business Portland and Astoria have an equal opportunity 
with their neighbor on the north. 

Very rapid progress has been made in the indus- 
trial development of the Columbia region. Inethe 
manufacture of pulp and pulp paper the only great 
plants erected in the entire West have been located 
adjacent to the City of Portland. One of these com- 
panies is capitalized at $13,000,000, is increasing its 
business constantly; and another is this year expand- 
ing, at an expense of $750,000 for new equipment. 

The only important furniture center west of Grand 
Rapids is found in the City of Portland where a trade 
is being built up that reaches all parts of the Pacific 
Coast and is now going offshore in growing quantity. 

Western Oregon and Western Washington are de- 





clared the most ideal combination of climate, water 
and producing conditions for the woolen manufactures, 
having often been compared to the very favorable 
conditions found in Great Britain. In and around the 
Columbia Basin the only important woolen manu- 
factories of the entire Northwest have been estab- 
lished and are growing. 

Portland has already become the livestock center 
for the Pacific Northwest through the establishment 
of the great packing plant that is a branch of the 
Chicago packing interests. Owing to the enormous 
area of agriculural lands available for the growing 
of livestock, and the fact that all of Western Oregon 
and Washington are marvelous in the amount of 
green feeds furnished for the economical sustenance 
of livestock, the livestock business that now aggre- 
gates from $18,000,000 to $20,000,000 a year in the 
yards at Portland, is estimated upon a conservative 
basis to be sure of attaining from $50,000,000 to $70,- 
000,000 a year within a decade or two. 

This fertile basin is also the natural home for a 
great dairy industry. Many of the coast counties of 
Oregon and Washington furnish green feed to the 
dairy herd the year through, and all of the territory 
is good for green feed for at least nine or ten months. 
‘he richness of the soil and equable character of 
climate, with complete abundance of moisture falling 
frequently throughout the year, makes for a condition 
in dairying that has been pronounced by European 
experts superior to the natural conditions accorded 
Denmark, Holland and Belgium. These natural re- 
sources, instead of producing an annual value now of 
from $19,000,000 to $20,000,000, must double and _ per- 
haps triple in the offerings to commerce. 

In bidding for that enormous trade which will move 
through the Panama Canal in coming years economic

conditions are emphasized in the matter of distance 
in serving northwestern commerce, which they think 
is important. When a vessel coming from Panama 
direction reaches the buoy just off the mouth of the 
Columbia River it is 9 nautical miles from Astoria 
and 259 nautical Seattle; men 
believe that when they can give quick despatch for 


such craft as want to enter the river to come to this

city and get their cargo, that they are going to be 
placed in a most important position on account of 
the shorter distance in securing a good share of 
water-borne trade in taking this route. 

The Columbia Basin has just awakened to the 
value of the intense scenic charm possessed in the 
rugged mountain districts and thickly forested areas 
of this region. While the local residents have been 
accustomed to enjoy the opportunity of a visit to a 
deep ice crevasse within the perpetual: snowbounds of 
the high peaks during the hottest months of the sum- 
mer, in a trip of but very few hours, it is just being 
recognized that the tourist of the world had not been 
given the opportunity to know this nor had the way 
to reach such scenic attractions been made sufficiently 
€asy to entice the globe trotter. A system of high- 
way construction has commenced that is calculated to 
open the rare retreats of the Columbia Basin to all 
visitors. 

Perhaps the most important unit of this system 
that will ever be built is known as the Columbia 
River Highway, which leads from Portland along the 
south bank of the Columbia River through the gorge 
made by the mighty stream in the Cascade Moun- 
tains. This highway, which is paved for nearly a 
hundred miles and graded for the most convenient 


automobile traveling, although opened for but one 
year, is commanding the highest praise of those who 
have seen the world’s finest scenery. The magnificent 
views of the Columbia River, the innumerable water- 
falls tumbling from the high rocks to the level of the 
stream, the mountain peaks in the immediate back- 
ground—some capped with eternal snow—the dense 
forests, deep canyon cuts in the rock formation, and 
a vast diversity of scenery, is found that promises to 
live as an international attraction. 

Another section of this highway is being con- 
structed from Portland to Astoria, a distance of 110 
miles. This passes in some sections through the 
heaviest Douglas fir forests known to the Pacific 
Northwest. ‘These forests have towering trees, where 
massive trunks are straight as an arrow and some- 
times found of 150 feet in height before the first limb 
is reached, and so dense that a maximum of above 
500,000 feet of commercial timber is found on a 
single acre. 

In Southern Oregon the National Government is 
constructing a first-class highway to the incompara- 
ble Crater Lake, probably the gem of all mountain 
scenery of the country. Also work has begun on the 
construction of highways to the famous Josephine 
County caves, and to sections of the Oregon coast 
where the beauties of Nature are revealed in a form 
that is found perhaps in no other part of the world. 

Facilities have been provided whereby the tourist 
may reach Mt. Hood, near Portland, and ascend to 
the summit of this Stately peak, where the elevation 
is 11,225 feet. The climb of Mt. Hood has become a 
Sreat sport for the hardy tourist. who desire 
the most commanding views that 
the continent.
